Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  maiter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or

scenic  park, — 

Therefore  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  under 
and  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  IS  of 
the  “ Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act,” 
1-2  Geo.  V.,  chapter  10,  as  amended  by  3 Geo.  V., 
chapter  18,  is  pleased  to  order  and  it  is  hereby' 
ordered  as  follows  : — 

The  lands  hereinafter  drecribed,  situated  within 
the  Raihvay  Belt  in  British  'Columbia,  are  set  apart 
and  established  as  a Dominion  Park  to  be  know'n 
as  the  Rcvdsiolc  National  I'arl;,  viz. : —

WHEREAS  there  is  no  regulation  governing 
the  removal  of  garbage  in  townsites  in  the 
Dominion  Parks  ; 

And  whereas  the  condition  in  said  townsites 
necessitate  such  sanitary  measure, — 

Therefore  the  Governor-General  in  Council,  under 
and  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  “ Dominion 
Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act”  (1-2  Geo.  V., 
chapter  10,  as  amended  by  8 Geo.  V.,  chapter  18), 
is  pleased  to  make  the  following  regulations  and 
the  same  are  hereby  made  and  established  accord- 
ingly:— 

The  superintendent  of  any  park  may  provide  for 
the  collection  of  garbage,  ashes,  and  other  house 
and  street  refuse  in  any  townsite  under  his  juris- 
diction, and  may  collect  charges  therefor  from  the 
householders  benefited,  which  charges  shall  bo  fixed 
by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Every  householder,  and  every  kcei)er  of  a restau- 
rant, hotel,  store,  or  other  place  where  garbage, 
refuse,  fruit  and  vegetables,  ashes  and  other  waste 
substances  accumulate  shall  provide  a sufficient 
number  of  galvanized-iron  vessels,  each  at  least  10 
inches  in  diameter  and  2 feet  high,  to  receive  all 
such  waste  substances;  and  sucli  materials  shall 
be  placed  therein  and  kept  in  a convenient  place 
to  enable  the  scavengers  to  collect  the  same,  which 
shall  be  done  as  often  as  the  superintendent  shall 
direct.  The  vessels  shall  be  provided  with  a close- 
fitting  lid  of  the  same  material  as  the  vessel,  and 
shall  be  kept  covered  therewith. 

Penalty. 

Any  person  violating  this  regulation  shall  be 
liable  to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  20  of 
the  “Dominion  Forest  Reserves  and  Parks  Act,” 
chapter  10,  1-2  Geo.  5.

1892,  there  are 
several  .sinall  tributaries  or  overflows  of  the  Bow 
River,  many  of  which  are  verj'^  shallow,  and  some 
of  which  are  without  definite  .shores; 

And  whereas  clause  8 of  the  Dominion  Parks 
Regulations,  eslablishedi  by  Order  in  Council  of  the 
21st  June,  1909,  and  re-established  on  the  0th  June,

8.  There  shall  be  a re.servation  for  the  use  of 
the  public  of  one  hundred  feet  in  width  along  the 
shore  of  each  lake,  river  or  stream  within  the 
parks,  and!  anj-  grant,  lease  or  other  disposal  of 
lands  within  the  parks  shall  be  subject  to  such 
reservation.. 

And  whereas  in  many  cases  the  lots  in  the  town- 
site  extendi  to  the  shores  of  these  streams  and  in 
some  cases  leases  have  been  issued  for  lots  coming 
within  this  reservation; 

And  whereas  it  is  not  considered  that  a one  hun- 
dred-foot reservation  along  these  streams  would  be 
of  any  benefit  to  the  public,  and  it  is  desired  to 
have  provision  made  for  the  leasing  of  the  lots 
affected  by  this  reservation, — 

Therefore  His  Royal  Highness  the  Governor-

after by  tills  by-law  enacted  to  be  assessed,  and  levied 
upon  the  lots-  and  parts  of  lots  heneinafteii  in  that 
behalf  specially  set  forth  and  d-escribcd,  and,  the 
report  of  the  said  Donald  Cameron  in  respect 
thereof  and  of  the.  saidi  d.yking  being  as  follows: 

“ 1 hereby  certify  that  I have  made  a careful 
examination  of  the  area  hereinafter  described,  and 
find  that  every  portion  of  it  is  equally  beuefitwl  by 
the  proposed'  dyking. 

“ The  work  to  be  done  consists  in  providing  new 
and  additional  flood-boxes,  in  raising  the  height  of 
the  dyke  throughout,  piling  and  otherwis'e  protecting 
the  'ea'oded  parts  of  the  riveivbank  and  the  wliole 
outer  face  of  the  dyke,  all  as  sho'wu  on  the  plans 
prepareel  for  the  work.  I have  prepared  an  estimate 
of  the  cost  of  the  work  which  is  annexed  hereto, 
and  an  assessment  of  the  annual  charges  to  be  mad.e 
on  the  area  included  in  the  scheme  ” : 

And  whereas  the  said-  Council  isi  of  the  opinion 
that  the  dyking  of  the  locality  described  is  d'esirable  : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  said  Municipal 
Uouncil  of  the  said  Municipality  of  the  Township  of 
Richmond,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“ Municipal  Act  ” : — 

Isit.  That  the  said'  report,  .plans,  and  estimates 
be  adopted,  and  the  said,  dyking  and  the  works  con- 
nected therewith  be  inadie  and  constructed  in  accord- 
ance therewith. 

2nd.  That  the  Reeve  of  the  said.  Municipality  of 
the  Township  of  Richmond  may  .borrow  on  the  credit 
of  tire  Corporation  of  suid  municipality  the  sum  of 
twenty-four  thousand  five  hundired  dollars  ($24..50()), 
being  rhe  funds  necessary  for  the  work,  and  may 
issue  debemtures  of  the  Corporation  to  that  amount 
in  sums  of  not  le.ss  than  one  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  .payable  within  forty  (40)  years  from  the  date 
thereof,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  (5)  per 
centum  per  annum : that  is  to  say,  in  half-yearl.^' 
payments;  such  debenlur'es  to  be  payable  at  the 
Northern  Crown  Bank,  Vancouver,  British  Colum- 
bia, or  at  such  bank  or  bankingrhouse  in  the  City 
of  London,  England,  or  at  snich  bank  or  banking- 
house  elsewhere  as  the  sakl  C'Ouncil  may  by  resolu- 
tion direct,  at  a date  on  or  before  fortj-  (40)  yeaii? 
from  the  date  hereinafter  mentioned,  for  this  by-law 
to  take  effect,  and  to  have  attached  to  them  coupons 
for  the  payment  of  interest. 

3rd.  That  for  the  purpose  of  pa.vlng  the  sum  of 
twenty-four  thousandi  five  hundred  dollars  (.$24.5<XV), 
being  the  amount  charged'  against  the  said'  lands  so 
to  be  benefited  as  afores-aidi,  other  than  lands  belong- 
ing to  the  municipality,  and  the  interest  thereof  for 
forty  (40)  years  at  the  rate  o-f  five  per  centum  per 
annum,  the  following  special  rates,  over  and'  above 
all  other  rates,  slrall  be  assessed  and  levied  upon  the 
undermentioned  lots  and  parts’  of  lots;  and  the 
amount  of  the  said  special  rates  and  interest 
assessed  as  aforesaid,  against  each  lot  or  part  of  Ft 
respectively  .shall  be  divided  into  forty  (40)  equal 
Iiarts*.  and  one  snich  part  shall  be  aissessed'  and  levied 
as  aforesaid  in  each  .year  for  forty  (40)  yeans  after 
the  final  passing  of  this  by-law  diuring  which  the 
said  debentures  have  to  run.

By-law  No.  149. 


A Bs’-law  to  assess,  levy,  and  collect  the  Cost  of 
the  Construction,  as  a Work  of  Local  Improve- 
ments, of  Permanent  'Sidewalks  under  By-law 
No.  14G,  and  to  raise  upon  Loan  the  Necessary 
Moneys  to  pay  the  Cost  thereof. 

WHEREAS  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  Fernie  did  by  By-law 
No.  146  authorize  the  construction,  as  a local  im- 
provement, of  permanent  sidewalks  upon  portions 
of  the  following  streets  in  the  said  City  of  Fernie, 
namely:  Mackenzie,  Victoria,  Pellatt,  Howland, 
McPherson,  Dalton,  Bethune,  Lindsay,  Mason, 
Chipman,  Nicholls,  Morrice  Avenues,  and  Walms- 
ley,  Gemmill,  Wood,  Cox,  Hanson,  McEvoy,  Thomp- 
son, Rogers,  Drinnan  and  Davies  Streets : 

And  whereas  the  Council  deferred  making  assess- 
ment until  all  such  work  had  been  carried  out  and 
the  actual  cost  ascertained  : 

And  whereas  the  cost  of  the  work  or  improve- 
ment as  shown  by  the  joint  report  of  the  City

That  the  said  shares  and  proportions  of  the 
said  sum  of  four  thousand  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
eight  dollars  and  eighty  cents  (lii4,538.(S0)  shall  be 
assessed  on  the  various  portions  of  the  real  prop-

(.$4,53'8.'80). 

5.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor  of  the

G.  All  the  said  debentures  shall  bear  date  as  of 
the  date  after  the  final  passing  of  this  by-law,  and 
shall  be  made  payable  in  four  equal  annual  instal- 
ments from  the  day  hereinafter  mentioned  for  this 
by-law  to  take  effect,  at  the  branch  office  of  the 
Home  Bank  of  Canada  in  the  City  of  Fernie,  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  as  designated 
thereon,  and  shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons 
for  the  payment  of  each  of  such  annual  instalments, 
and  the  signatures  of  the  Mayor  and  Clerk  of  the 
Corporation  respectively  to  the  coupons  may  be 
either  affixed,  printed,  stamped,  or  lithographed  fac- 
simile. 

7.  All  the  said  debentures  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  rate  of  six  (G)  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the 
date  thereof,  which  interest  shall  be  paid  and 
included  in  each  such  annual  instalment  so  payable 
at  the  branch  of  the  Home  Bank  of  Canada  afore- 
said. 

8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  IMayor  and  Council 
of  the  said  Corporation  to  dispose  of  the  said  deben- 
tures at  par,  and  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  pay 
out  of  the  sum  so  raised  by  the  sale  of  the  said 
debentures  all  expenses  connected  with  the  prepara- 
tion and  printing  of  the  debentures  and  coupons. 

9.  The  amount  so  assessed  and  levied  against 
such  lots  or  parts  of  lots  as  aforesaid  for  each  year 
shall  be  paid,  as  to  the  first-year  payment,  on  or 
before  the  last  day  of  December,  1944,  and  as  to 
such  subsequent  payments  on  or  before  the  last  day 
of  December  in  the  years  191.5,  191G,  and  1917; 
and  in  default  thereof  shall  bear  interest  from  and 
after  such  date  respectively  at  the  rate  of  8 per 
cent,  per  annum  until  paid,  and  may  be  recovered, 
together  with  all  costs  in  that  behalf,  by  distress 
and  sale  of  the  goods  and  chattels  of  the  person 
liable  for  such  debt,  and  by  sale  of  the  whole  of  the 
real  property  or  any  part  thereof,  and  ten  days’ 
notice  thereof  published  in  one  newspaper  circulat- 
ing in  the  said  municipality  shall  be  given. 

10.  If  the  owner  of  any  portion  of  the  said  prop- 
erty hereby  assessed  shall  desire  to  commute  the 
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special  assessment  imposed  by  this  by-law,  he  oi 
she  can  do  so  by  paying  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Corporation,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  Isovem- 
ber,  1914,  the  amount  set  opposite  the  real  prop- 
erty mentioned  in  the  sixth  column  of  the  Schedule 
in  section  1 of  this  b3'-law  contained. 

11.  That  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Fernie 
do  guarantee  the  monej’s  and  interest  thereon  to  be 
raised  under  the  authorit5^  of  this  by-law  and  the 
Council  as  between  the  city  and  the  various  persons 
assessed  hereunder,  and  .so  as  in  no  way  to  inter- 
fere with  or  prejudice  the  assessment  and  special 
rate  hereby  imposed  or  the  charge  hereby  created 
on  the  lands  and  portions  of  the  land,  will  out  of 
the  current  year’s  revenue  pay  to  any  person  or 
corporation  from  whom  thej"  borrow  the  money 
upon  the  security  of  the  debentures  thereby  autho- 
rized, or  to  the  several  respective  holders  of  the 
said  debentures,  the  several  respective  annual  pay- 
ments as  they  may  from  time  to  time  fall  due. 

12.  The  money  to  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  deben- 
tures herein  authorized  shall  forthwith  and  after 
the  receipt  of  the  same  be  paid  to  the  Home  Bank 
of  Canada  in  discharge  of  any  monej^s  raised  or 
advanced  under  this  by-law  or  authorized  in  con- 
nection with  the  cost  of  the  said  works. 

13.  This  by-law  shall  take  effect  and  come  into 
force  on  the  first  daj'  of  July,  a.d.  1914. 

14.  This  by-law  shall  be  cited  and  known  for  all 
purposes  as  the  “ Special  1910  Local  Improvement 
By-law  No.  2,  1914.”

A By-law  to  widen  Fort  Street  from  Linden 
Avenue  to  the  Division  Dine  of  Lots  9 and 
10,  Craigdarroch  l‘ark  Subdivision,  and  on 
the  North  Side  from  Ormond  Street  to  Yates 
iS'lreet,  and  to  expropriate  Land  and  Real 
Property  in  aid  of  the  Improvement  thereof. 

WHEREAS  the  Council  have,  bj’  resolution, 
determined  to  expropriate  the  necessary 
property  on  the  south  side  of  Fort  Street  from 
Linden  Avenue  to  the  division  line  of  Lots  9 
and  R),  Craigdarroch  Park  Subdivision,  and  on 
the  north  side  from  Ormond  Street  to  Yates 
Street,  in  accordance  with  a plan  marked  “X  Y” 
in  the  office  of  the  City  Engineer  at  the  City 
Hall,  for  the  purpose  of  widening  Port  Street  to 
a uniform  width  of  seventy-six  feet;  the  expro- 
priation to  be  effected  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Local  Improvement  General  By-law  and 
amendments  thereto  in  accordance  with  the  plans 
and  specifications  referred  to  in  Local  Improve- 
ment Authorization  By-law  No.  1291:
